DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  In  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65'  F.   In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  In  local  standard  time.    During  the  simimer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Data  in  the  "ExtremeE"table, 
"Dally  PrecipiUtion"  table,  "Dally  Temperature"  table,  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  a  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  In  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation, 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations,   consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record, 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Cllmatological  Data"  table,  the  "SnowfaU  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow, 
sleet,  and  Ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,  as  used  In  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  May  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:     Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office.

Additional  Information  regarding  the  climate  of  Florida  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Weather  Bureau  State  Climatologist ,  P.O.Box  14376,  University  Station,  Gainesville,  Florida 
32603,  or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  'F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65'  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  Is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  In  local  standard  time.    During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  dayUght  saving  time.    Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table, 
"Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  a  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  In  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  In  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation, 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations,   consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record, 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  In  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow, 
sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  May  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:     Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:      Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfaU  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  Issue  of  this  bulletin. 
DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  buUetin.

32603,   or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  'F,  precipiUtion  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  mUes,  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.    Ehiring  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  savmg  time.    EJata  in  the  "Extremes"table, 
"Dally  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Uble,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  a  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wmd"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations,   consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow, 
sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  May  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:      Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW.  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:     Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  wUl  be  carried  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin.

32603,  or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Olllce  near  you, 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65*  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.    During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Data  in  the  "Extremes"table. 
"Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  a  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  driftmg  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Uble,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow, 
sleet,  and  Ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  May  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:      Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW.  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:      Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfaU  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 
DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 
INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  issue   of  this  publication,

32603,  or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  Indicated,  dimensional  units  used  In  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  In  'F,  preciptutton  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  In  mUes,  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65'  F,  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  In  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  Umes  In  local  standard  time.    During  the  summer  months  some  observers  taite  the  observations  on  dayUght  saving  time.    Data  In  the  "Extremes"  table, 
"Dally  PreclpiUtlon"  table,  "Dally  Temperature"  table,  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  a  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  foUowlng  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  Ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations,   consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow, 
sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  May  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:     Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  disUnce  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:     Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  Issue  of  this  bulletin.

32603,  or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wmd  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65'  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.    Ehjrlng  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Data  in  the  "Extremes"table, 
"Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  a  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  Is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations;   consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  mclude  snow, 
sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,  as  used  In  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  May  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:     Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:     Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 
DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 
INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  issue   of  this  publication.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  'F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  mUes.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations, 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.    During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table, 
"Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  a  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations,  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record.

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  May  1956.

Additional  Information  regarding  the  climate  of  Florida  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Weather  Bureau  State  Climatologist ,  P.O.Box  14376,  University  Station,  Gainesville,  Florida 
32603,  or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  In  local  standard  time.    Ehirlng  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Data  in  the  "Extremes"table, 
"Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  a  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations,   consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow, 
sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  May  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:      Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:      Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  earned  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 
DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin.

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SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


Hurricane  Betsy,  the  second  major  tropical 
storm  on  record  to  approach  Florida  from  the 
northeast  -  the  other  such  storm  hit  south 
Florida  November  4,  1935,  -  moved  into  the 
extreme  south  Florida  area  during  the  early 
morning  hours  of  Wednesday,  September  8.  The 
observer  at  Tavernier  reported  he  was  in  the 
eye  of  the  storm  from  4:30  a.m.  until  7:10  a.m. 
and  barometric  pressure  reached  a  low  reading 
of  28.12  inches  at  6:00  a.m.  The  Tavernier 
observer  also  reported  northwest  winds  reached 
140  m.p.h.  at  3:10  a.m.,  and  that  the  wind  shifted 
to  the  southeast  after  the  passage  of  the  eye. 
Other  reports  from  the  Keys  and  the  extreme 
southern  peninsula  indicate  the  southern  edge  of 
the  eye  passed  over  Marathon  -  the  Marathon 
observer  reported  a  brief  lull  in  the  wind  between 
8:10  a.m.  and  8:15  a.m.  -  and  the  northern  edge 
of  the  eye  passed  over  the  Flamingo  Ranger 
Station  in  Everglades  National  Park.  Pertinent 
meteorological  data  for  selected  stations  are 
shown  in  Table  1. 

The  passage  of  the  storm  center  across  the  upper 
Keys  and  the  Florida  Bay  produced  strong  onshore 
winds  and  abnormally  high  tides  and  wave  action 
along  the  southeast  coast  and  Keys,  especially 
from  about  Fort  Lauderdale  southward.  The  Keys, 
especially  the  northern  and  middle  Keys,  were 
subjected  to  two  storm-driven  tidal  surges;  the 
northerly  winds  in  advance  of  the  storm  center 
produced  flooding  by  the  waters  of  Florida  Bay, 
and  the  southerly  winds  following  the  storm  center 
brought  inundation  from  the  waters  of  the  Atlantic 
Ocean  and  the  Florida  Straits.  On  the  western 
Keys,  tides  were  mostly  5  to  7  feet  m.s.l.,  with 
debris  lines  extending  to  8  to  9  feet  m.s.l.;  heaviest 
damages  were  noted  on  the  north  side  of  the 
islands.  Flooding  on  the  upper  Keys  was  extensive; 
water  reached  depths  of  several  feet  in  many 
areas,  covering  highways  and  first  floors  of 
buildings.  Tides  reached  6.1  feet  MLW  along  the 
Miami  Beach  oceanfront  with  wave  action  pushing 
sea  water  inland.  Rising  waters  flooded  extensive 
sections  of  Key  Biscayne,  covering  virtually  all 
of  the  island,  reaching  depths  of  a  foot  or  more 
over  many  of  the  paved  streets.  In  south  Dade 
County,  similar  conditions  were  experienced  in 
parts  of  the  area  east  of  the  coastal  ridge. 
Virtually  all  of  the  land  south  of  Homestead  Air 
Force  Base  and  east  of  U.S.  Highway  #1  was 
covered  with  water.  The  area  west  of  U.  S.  #1 
was  similarly  flooded  northward  to  within  3 
miles  of  Florida  City.  On  Miami  Beach,  most  of 
the  streets  facing  the  ocean  or  Biscayne  Bay 
were  under  water.  On  the  west  side  of  Biscayne 
Bay,  rising  waters  reached  into  the  first  floor  of 
a  few  business  houses  and  residences  near 
Biscayne  Boulevard  and  Bayshore  Drive.  High 
tides  were  noted  along  the  entire  east  coast  and 
ranged  from  an  estimated  5  to  7  feet  above  normal 
in  Broward  and  southern  Palm  Beach  Counties  to 
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near  1.6  feet  above  normal  in  the  Jacksonville 
area.  Wave  action  superimposed  on  these  tides 
caused  considerable  flooding  and/or  undermining 
of  beach  roads  and  other  low-lying  beach  proper- 
ties south  of  West  Palm  Beach.  Some  beach  roads 
and  other  low-lying  beach  properties  were  in- 
undated north  of  West  Palm  Beach.  Although  tides 
were  generally  not  sufficiently  high  to  cause 
concern  at  most  points  north  of  Stuart,  rough  seas 
did  cause  some  beach  erosion  throughout  that  area. 

Tides  along  the  Gulf  coast  of  the  peninsula  were 
abnormally  low  on  the  7th  and  early  on  the  8th. 
Rising  tides  and  rough  seas,  beginning  late  on  the 
8th  at  the  storm  center  moved  into  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico  and  turned  toward  a  more  northwesterly 
track,  caused  considerable  local  inundations  and 
beach  erosion,  especially  south  of  Clearwater,  on 
the  9th  and  10th.  There  was  considerable  variation 
in  tides  along  the  Gulf  coast  between  Clearwater 
and  Pensacola,  depending  upon  coastline  con- 
figuration. Reported  tides  in  this  area  ranged  from 
less  than  4  feet  MLW  at  most  points  to  as  high  as 
11.6  feet  MLW  at  St.  Marks.  Tide  damages  north  of 
Clearwater  were  generally  limited  to  beach 
erosion,  inundation  of  low-lying  coastal  areas  and 
roads  and  damages  to  docks,  piers,  and  small 
boats,  and  the  undermining  of  some  beach  front 
structures. 

Winds  over  the  middle  and  upper  Keys  and  the 
southern  peninsula  south  of  a  line  from  about 
Fort  Lauderdale  to  Everglades  City  reached 
100  m.p.h.  or  higher  in  gusts.  Sustained  winds  in 
excess  of  100  m.p.h.  were  noted  at  almost  all 
points  between  Big  Pine  Key  and  Homestead.  The 
observer  at  Grassy  Key  reported  winds  of  160 
m.p.h.  before  the  anemometer  was  blown  away  at 
7:15  a.m.  on  the  8th.  There  were  two  tornadoes 
on  the  Keys  on  the  8th.  One  tornado  was  observed 
at  Marathon  at  5:45  a.m.  on  the  8th.  This  tornado 
moved  from  west  to  east  along  the  Gulf  side  of 
the  Island  not  far  from  the  hospital.  Another 
tornado  was  reported  moving  east-northeast  over 
Big    Pine  Key  at  about  4:00  p.m.  on  the  8th. 

Storm  rainfall  in  excess  of  2  inches  was  limited 
to  the  relatively  small  area  south  of  a  line  from 
about  Fort  Lauderdale  to  Naples.  Reported  totals 
in  this  area  were  mostly  between  3  and  6  inches. 
These  rains  did  much  to  relieve  the  water  short- 
age in  the  Everglades. 

Total  storm  damages,  including  agricultural 
losses,  were  estimated  near  $120  million.  The 
major  portion  of  the  total  damage  occurred  in  the 
east  coastal  areas  south  of  Palm  Beach  County 
and  on  the  Keys  and  was,  in  large  measure,  the 
result  of  the  high  tides  and  salt  water  flooding  in 
those  areas.  There  were  5  known  storm  fatalities; 
one  each  in  Dade,  Palm  Beach,  Hillsborough,  and 
Bay  Counties,  and  one  drowning  in  the  Gulf  of 
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Mexico  off  Taylor  County.  Three  additional 
persons  are  missing  and  presumed  lost  in  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico  off  Taylor  County,  making  the 
death  toll  in  Florida  total  eight.  Wind  damage 
was  mainly  to  power  and  communications  facili- 
ties, residential  roofs  and  appertances,  boats, 
piers  and  dock  facilities,  and  broken  glass  along 
the  southeast  coast  and  Keys.  Hotels  on  Miami 
Beach  sustained  considerable  glass  breakage. 
Winds  blew  about  25  percent  of  the  oranges,  up 
to  50  percent  of  the  grapefruit,  limes,  and  lemons. 


and  85  to  90  percent  of  the  avacadoes  from  the 
trees  in  Broward  and  Dade  Counties;  only  about 
10  percent  of  the  avacado  crop  had  been  har- 
vested when  the  storm  hit.  Avacado  trees  also 
sustained  considerable  limb  breakage.  Wind- 
blown sand  damaged  much  of  the  early  planted 
horticultural  crops  in  most  areas  south  of  Lake 
Okeechobee.  Wind  damages  all  along  the  Gulf 
coast  from  Naples  to  Pensacola  were  minor 
and  generally  limited  to  broken  tree  limbs  in 
the  coastal  areas.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  "F,  precipiUtion  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  dally  temperatures  from  65°  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  m  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations, 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.    During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Data  m  the  "Extremes" table, 
"Daily  PrecipiUtion"  table.  "DaUy  Temperature"  table,  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  a  time  of  observation.

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


Torrential  rainstorms,  one  on  the  1 4th  and  1 5th  and 
another  on  the  30th  and  31st,  brought  flooding  rains 
to  most  southeast  coastal  points  in  north  Dade, 
Broward,  and  south  Palm  Beach  Counties  during 
the  month.  Each  storm  produced  rainfall  amounts 
nearly  equal  to  or  in  excess  of  the  estimated 
100-year  storm  at  a  number  of  points  in  the 
immediate  coastal  areas  from  about  Fort  Lauder- 
dale to  near  Boca  Raton.  (The  estimated  24-hour 
100-year  storm  in  this  area  is  about  14  inches) 
The  Weather  Bureau  cooperative  observer  at  the 
Fort  Lauderdale  Bahia-Mar  Yacht  Basin  measur- 
ed the  largest  reported  total  in  each  storm:  25.28 
inches  during  the  first  storm  and  13.81  inches 
in  the  second  storm.  These  two  storms,  together 
with  other  rains  during  October,  produced  a 
monthly  total  of  42.43  inches  at  this  station. 
Although  recording  rain  gage  records  are  not 
available  for  stations  in  the  area  of  heaviest 
rainfall  in  either  storm,  evidence  available  from 
observers  who  make  only  one  observation  per 
day  -  Weather  Bureau,  Central  and  Southern 
Florida  Flood  Control  District,  and  Lake  Worth 
Drainage  District  observers  -  indicates  a  very 
large  portion  of  the  rain  fell  during  a  24-hour 
period  in  each  storm. 

Storm  rainfall,  associated  with  the  mid-month 
rains,  was  generally  in  excess  of  10  inches  over 
the  triangular- shaped  land  area  in  Broward  and 
Palm  Beach  Counties  bounded  roughly  by  lines 
drawn  from  about  Hollywood  to  Loxahatchee  to 
West  Palm  Beach.  The  heaviest  amounts  fell  in 
the  immediate  coastal  areas  from  about  Fort 
Lauderdale  to  Deerfield  Beach  where,  based  upon 
reports  considered  to  be  reliable,  storm  totals 
were  mostly  near  or  in  excess  of  20  inches. 
Storm  totals  in  the  area  immediately  north  and 
west  of  Deerfield  Beach  were  mostly  between 
15  and  20  inches,  and  decreased  to  near  10  inches 
in  the  Loxahatchee- West  Palm  Beach  area.  There 
was  a  particularly  rapid  decrease  in  storm 
rainfall  westward  in  the  Fort  Lauderdale  area. 
Along  an  east  to  west  line  through  the  city,  storm 
rainfall  ranged  from  the  25.28  inches  at  the  Yacht 
Basin  to  only  4.51  inches  at  the  University  of 
Florida  Experiment  Station,  which  is  located  on 
Southwest  12th  Street  just  west  of  U.  S.  Highway 


No.  441.  The  distance  between  these  two  points 
is  less  than  10  miles.  Intermediate  to  these  two 
points,  the  Fort  Lauderdale  Dixie  Water  Plant, 
which  is  located  along  U.  S.  Highway  No.  441,  the 
storm  rainfall  totaled  only  5.69  inches. 

Abnormally  heavy  rains  fell  again  on  the  30th and 
31st  in  the  same  general  area  as  the  mid-month 
rains.  Storm  totals,  however,  were  considerably 
smaller  at  many  points,  especially  along  the 
immediate  coast  in  Broward  County.  The  largest 
totals  were  again  noted  in  the  immediate  coastal 
sections  and  extended  from  about  Fort  Lauderdale 
to  near  Boca  Raton,  where  storm  totals  were 
mostly  between  10  and  14  inches.  The  largest 
reported  total,  13.81  inches,  was  measured  at  the 
Bahia-Mar  Yacht  Basin,  but  the  stations  at  Boca 
Raton  and  Pompano  Beach  measured  12.43  and 
11.41  inches,  respectively.  Reports  available 
from  a  number  of  non-Weather  Bureau  stations 
in  the  Dade-Broward-Palm  Beach  County  area 
indicate  storm  totals  exceeded  5  inches  through- 
out the  triangular- shaped  land  area  formed  by 
lines  drawn  from  about  Coral  Gables  to  Loxa- 
hatchee to  West  Palm  Beach.  Rainfall  decreased 
quite  rapidly  outside  this  area,  especially  in 
Dade  County.  Most  reports  available  from  the 
Miami  metropolitan  area  indicate  storm  totals 
in  excess  of  5  inches,  while  totals  measured 
at  Homestead  and  40-Mile  Bend  on  the  Tamiami 
Trail  were  only  1.95  and  1.1 7  inches,  respectively. 

These  two  storms  produced  considerable  local 
flooding  and  road  and  street  damages  in  the 
affected  areas.  Although  the  total  rainfall  of 
the  end-of-month  storm  was  considerably  less 
in  the  heavy  rain  area  than  that  of  the  first  storm, 
flooding  was  aggravated  by  the  general  saturated 
conditions  caused  by  the  mid-month  rains.  There 
were  some  residences,  public  buildings,  and  early 
planted  vegetable  fields  flooded  after  these 
storms.  Reports  indicate  some  schools  near 
Boca  Raton  were  inundated  and  forced  to  dismiss 
classes  for  several  days  after  the  late  month  rains. 
Some  vegetable  fields  in  the  area  of  heavy  rain 
were  replanted  late  in  the  month,  only  to  be 
inundated  again  after  the  end-of-month  rains.

Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65'  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS-  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  'F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  mUes.  Monthly  degree  day  toUls 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65"  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Sutlon  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.    During  the  summer  months  some  observers  talte  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table, 
"Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Dally  Temperature"  table,  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  a  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wmd"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations;   consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:     Entries  of  snowfall  In  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.    Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow. 


NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  baaed  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  May  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:     Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office.

#  Thermometers  are  generally  exposed  in  a  shelter  located  a  few  feet  above  sod-covered  ground;  however,  this  reference  indicates  that  the  thermometers  are  exposed  in  a  shelter  located  on  the  roof  of  a 
building.

Additional  information  regarding  the  climate  of  Florida  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Weather  Bureau  State  Climatologist,  P.  O.  Box  1437$,  University  Station,  Gainesville.  Florida    32603,  or  to  any 
Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you.    Additional  precipitation  data  are  contained  in  "HOURLY  PRECIPITATION  DATE  FLORIDA". 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  'F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65*  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  Kum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.    During  the  summer  months  some  observers  lake  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table, 
"Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  a  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record, 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  Include  snow, 
sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  May  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:     Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:     Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 
DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  wiU  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  Decennber  issues  of  this  bulletin. 
INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  issue  of  this  publication.

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FLORIDA     -     JUNE  1966 


SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


Hurricane  ALMA,  one  of  the  few  tropical  storms 
on  record  to  reach  full  hurricane  intensity  before 
mid- June  and  the  earliest  known  hurricane  to 
cross  the  Florida  coastline,  was  first  detected 
as  a  weak  tropical  disturbance  off  the  northern 
coast  of  Honduras  on  June  5.  Alma  increased  in 
intensity  as  she  moved  slowly  northward  through 
the  Caribbean  Sea,  reached  full  hurricane  intensity 
late  on  the  6th,  and  moved  out  of  the  Caribbean 
across  western  Cuba  during  the  morning  of  the 
8th.  The  storm  center  passed  between  Key  West 
and  Dry  Tortugas  around  midday  of  the  8th  and 
then  swept  northward  through  the  Gulf  of  Mexico, 
skirting  the  Florida  peninsula  during  the  afternoon 
of  the  8th  and  morning  of  the  9tho  The  storm 
center  crossed  the  Florida  coastline  near  Alli- 
gator Point  -  some  25  miles  east  of  Apalachicola  - 
early  in  the  afternoon  of  the  9th.  The  storm 
diminished  in  Intensity  as  it  moved  inland,  took 
a  more  northeasterly  course,  and  passed  east 
of  Tallahassee  and  into  southern  Georgia  during 
the  late  afternoon  of  the  9th. 

Nearly  all  sections  of  the  State  felt  some  effect 
of  this  storm,  although  the  effects  west  of 
Panama  City  were  very  minor.  The  strongest 
wind  reported  during  the  storm  was  North  125 
m.p.h.  at  Dry  Tortugas  at  1:22  p.m.  on  the  8th. 
Dry  Tortugas  also  reported  the  lowest  sea  level 
pressure,  28.65  inches  at  1:15  p.m.  on  the  8th. 
Although  the  entire  Florida  Gulf  Coast  from 
about  Alligator  Point  southward  was  on  the 
strong  side  of  the  storm  as  the  center  moved 
northward  some  20  to  60  miles  offshore,  sus- 
tained winds  remained  below  hurricane  force 
(75  m.p.h.)  at  all  reporting  points  south  of  the 
area  where  the  center  crossed  the  coastline. 
Sustained  winds  may  have  exceeded  hurricane 
force  (75  m.p.h.)  at  exposed  beach  locations 
from  about  Sanibel  Island  northward  as  the  storm 
passed  offshore.  Undoubtedly,  sustained  winds 
reached  hurricane  force  in  the  small  area  around 
Alligator  Point  when  the  center  crossed  the 
coastline  in  that  area.  Four  tornadoes  were 
reported  in  the  State  during  the  storm  period. 
One  tornado  was  reported  in  the  Miami  area 
around  noontime  of  the  8th.  This  storm  began 
as  a  waterspout,  moved  inland  and  passed  near 
the  Parrot  Jungle  on  a  southeast  to  northwest 
path.  The  storm  skipped  along  a  track  of  several 
miles.  A  second  tornado  was  noted  in  Dade 
County  about  10:00  p.m.  on  the  8th,  This  storm 
began  about  2  miles  south  of  the  University  of 
Miami  campus,  moved  almost  due  northward  along 
a  path  about  4  miles  long,  and  passed  on  the 
eastern  edge  of  the  University  campus.  Two 
tornadoes  were  reported  in  the  Marianna  area  - 
some  60  miles  WNW  of  Tallahassee  -  during  the 
morning  of  the  9th.  Reports  indicate  both  these 
storms  had  short  and  narrow  paths.  Reports 


indicate  there  were  four  other  tornado-like  storms 
noted  in  Florida  during  the  storm  period:  three 
in  Sarasota  County  between  10:30  and  11:00  p.m. 
on  the  8th,  and  one  near  Jacksonville  during  the 
afternoon  of  the  9th.  Damages  inflicted  by  these 
storms  were  light,  and  no  known  personal  injuries 
resulted. 

Storm  tides  ranged  from  2  to  3  feet  above  normal 
in  the  Florida  Keys  to  an  estimated  7  to  10  feet 
above  normal  along  the  Gulf  Coast  from  about 
New  Port  Richey  to  the  St.  Marks-Alligator 
Point  area.  There  was  considerable  variation 
in  tides  along  the  northern  Gulf  Coast,  depending 
upon  the  configuration  of  the  coastline.  A  goodly 
portion  of  the  fishing  village  of  Cedar  Key  was 
inundated  by  the  rising  tides  and  wave  action. 
Tides  between  Everglades  City  and  Tampa  Bay 
were  estimated  to  range  mostly  between  3  and 
5  feet  above  normal. 

Storm  rainfall  was  relatively  light  in  most  areas. 
Storm  totals  ranged  from  mostly '2  to  4  inches  on 
the  southwest  peninsula  and  the  entire  peninsula 
north  of  Lake  Okeechobee  to  mostly  5  to  8  inches 
in  Dade,  Broward,  and  Palm  Beach  Counties. 
Reported  storm  rainfall  in  a  narrow  strip  astride 
the  storm  track  in  the  Tallahassee  area  was  be- 
tween 5  and  7  inches.  Although  there  was  some 
temporary  flooding  in  the  areas  of  heaviest  rain- 
fall, there  was  no  serious  flooding  from  rainfall 
anywhere  in  the  State.  The  rains  on  the  central 
and  southwestern  peninsula  were  quite  beneficial, 
especially  in  the  citrus  areas. 

Total  storm  damages  in  Florida  were  light  and 
estimates  indicate  the  total  dollar  figure  did  not 
exceed  $10  million.  Much  of  the  damage  was  in 
the  form  of  salt-water  flooding  and  beach  erosion. 
Some  utility  lines  were  downed  by  falling  trees, 
and  many  beach  roads  were  closed  or  damaged 
by  the  rising  tides.  Road  damages,  however,  were 
light  and  utility  damages  were  limited  largely  to 
the  Gulf  coastal  or  immediately  adjacent  areas. 
Agriculture  sustained  some  damage,  notably  the 
late  season  vegetable  in  the  central  Gulf  Coast 
Counties  and  the  tobacco  crop,  both  flue  cured  and 
shade  grown,  in  north  Florida,  Tobacco  plants 
were  blown  over  in  some  areas,  and  some  leaves 
were  lost  as  the  storm  occurred  in  the  midst  of 
the  harvest  season. 

There  were  six  known  fatalities  in  Florida  during 
the  storm  period.  Two  drownings  in  the  Tampa 
Bay  area  can  be  attributed  directly  to  the  storm. 
Two  electrocutions,  one  each  in  the  Miami  and  Fort 
Myers  area  after  the  storm,  and  two  heart  attacks, 
one  each  in  Fort  Myers  and  St.  Petersburg  while 
the  victims  were  preparing  their  homes  for  the 
storm,    were  indirectly  related  to  the  storm.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  Inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65'  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:      The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.    During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Data  in  the  "Extremes" table, 
"Daily  Precipitation"  table.  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  a  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  pjoints 
for  successive  observations,    consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow, 
sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  May  1956.  •  -

DIMENSIONAL  LNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  'F.  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  mllca.  Monthly  degree  day  lotaU 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65*  F.    In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  dlreclions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.    Resultant  wind  ts  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 

and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  Umes  in  local  standard  time.    During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Dnta  in  the  "Extrcmes"uble 
Daily  Precipitation   table.    Daily  Temperature"  table,  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  a  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Wble.  Max  and  Mln  In  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  uble 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  ECjUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  art-  taken  from  different  polnls 
for  successive  observations;   consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 


NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  tlic  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  May  1956.

Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you.    Additional  precipitation  data  are  contained  in  "HOURLY  PRECIPITATION  DATE  FLORIDA". 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  In  'F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  In  tnchca  and  wmd  movement  in  mUca.  Monthly  degree  day  totaU 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65*  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  dlrcctlonii  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Keaultant  wind  U  the  vector  num  of  wind  dlrrcilons 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.    During  the  summer  months  aomc  observers  take  the  obscrvatlona  on  daylight  saving  time.    Data  in  the  "ExtrcmcH"table, 
'  Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  when  pubUshed,  are  for  the  24  hours  en<Ung  a  time  of  ob«crvatlon. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  tablt-.  Max  and  Mln  In  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  lablr 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER _EQUIVALENT  values  published  m  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samplew  for  obtaining  measurements  ore  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations,   consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  In  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Cllmatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  tabic,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entru-s  of  unow  on  ground  include  snow, 
sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  cllmatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  May  1956.

Additional  Information  regarding  the  climate  of  Florida  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Weather  Bureau  State  Cllmatologist.  P.  O.  Box  14376,  University  Station,  Gainesville,  Florida    32603,  or  to  any 
Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you.    Additional  precipitation  data  are  contained  In  "HOURLY  PRECIPITATION  DATE  FLORIDA". 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  In  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65'  F.  In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.  Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions 
and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  In  local  standard  time.    During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Data  in  the  "Extremes"table. 
"Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  a  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation, 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  pomts 
for  successive  observations,  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  rusult  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "  CI  im  at  ©logical  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow, 
sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  May  1956. 

STATION  NAMES:      Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:     Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 
DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin.
